In Jeopardy 


Sentiment Divided 
Over Sec. Of State 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—(AP) 
—A stru ggle over Dean Acheson’s 
tenu re as secretary of state ap­ 
peared today to b e b u ilding u p 
b ehind the scenes of the Tru man 
administration. 
In the aftermath of last week’s 
Democratic election reverses offi­ 
cial informants who cannot b e 
named said that two conflicting 
lines of advice are b eing directed 
toward 
President Tru man. 
In 
their simplest forms these are: 
1. Acheson mu st go b ecau se he 
is a political liab ility ; and 
2. He mu st b e kept in office 
u nder Repu b lican fire b ecau se to 
let him go now wou ld jeopardize 
the foreign policies for which he 
stands and hu rt the President 
politically . 
At the moment there is every 
indication that Mr. Tru man does 
not intend to let the secretary ou t. 
The President has declared his 
su pport of Acheson in the 
past 
and associates say the two main­ 
tain a close friendship b ased on 
mu tu al admiration. Acheson him­ 
self has declared he has no in­ 
tention of resigning. 
The argu ment that he shou ld 
go now, reportedly pressed b y 
Acheson’s critics within the Dem­ 
ocratic party , holds that the con­ 
gressional elections proved 
the 
secretary to b e a political handi­ 
cap, that he lacks popu larity if 
not the confidence of mu ch of the 
cou ntry , and that the President 
shou ld permit him—or ask him— 
to step aside.

March Of Dimes Goal 
Set At 50 Million 
NEW YORK, Nov. 15—(AP)— 
The March of Dimes has raised 
its sights for next year and will 
try to collect $50,000,000 to fight 
polio—$20,000,000 more than was 
collected this year. 
Announcement of the new and 
higher goal was made by Basil 
O’Connor, president of the Na­ 
tional Foundation For Infantile 
Paralysis, sponsor of the annual 
campaign. 
He said the foundation must not 
only erase a $5,000,000 deficit it 
expects by the end of the year, 
but must be prepared for new and 
higher costs following three years 
of excessive polio outbreaks. 
He said this year is now rated 
the second worst on record, and 
follows the two successive record- 
breaking years of 1943 and 1949.

rr\HE MOST ialked-abou t docu ment in gov - 
ernment at th e moment is Gordon Gray ’s 
rep ort on foreign economic p olicy . 
Gray is 
th e former secretary of war and new p resi­ 
dent of th e Univ ersity of North Carolina. 
Th e rep ort is th e starting p oint for th e 
greatest task before th e gov ernment—a ra­ 
tional p lan to keep free enterp rise from being 
cru sh ed by its bu rdens in th e 
wrar of su rv iv al 
afainst th e Commu nist consp iracy . 
From th e discu ssion it will p rodu ce mu st 
come th e framework of financial p ru dence 
wh ich will keep th e United States strong. 
Th is cou ntry h as been drifting willy -nilly 
into sp ending p rograms with no h op e of re­ 
tu rn. 
Th ere mu st be no more drifting. 
Th e best h op e of th e election retu rns is 
th at th e new Congress may re-ex amine all 
sp ending, wh eth er for foreign aid or domestic 
assistance. 
If tax p ay ers cou ld be assu red 
th at th eir dollars were being watch ed more 
carefu lly , th ey sh ou ld be able to bear th e 
newr tax bu rdens wh ich await th em with 
better grace.

Scarcely a day p asses with ou t some new 
p romise to control inflation. 
Bu t th e p rom­ 
ises all ru n to sch emes for controlling tax ­ 
p ay ers. 
Noth ing is said abou t controlling 
tax -sp enders. 
Th e Gray rep ort u ndertaken 
last sp ring on President Tru man’s requ est, is 
a start in th at direction. 
Like th e Hoov er 
rep ort it is an attemp t to ap p ly meth od and 
logic to gov ernment. 
Foreign economic p olicy is a w’eap on in 
th e war of su rv iv al. 
It needs to be h andled 
with th e best intelligence Americans can 
mu ster. 


LONDON 
'FHE British go v ernment atti-

tude to wrard co mmunism is 
stiffening in the face o f admitted 
Red th reats but co mmunists still 
are freer to day in Britain than 
any wh ere else in 
the 
western 
world. 
Th ey are free to come and go 
between London and Moscow, 
and th ey do. 
In 
recent month s a 
steady 
stream of Commu nist and fellow- 
trav eller u nion delegations h av e 
made th e p ilgrimage to Moscow, 
and to satellite 
cap itals, 
h av e 
been receiv ed roy ally , and re­ 
tu rned to Britain to rep ort on th e 
“real democracy ” beh ind th e iron 
cu rtain. 
Many of th em hav e bro adcast 
messages to th e English -sp eak­ 
ing w’orld ov er Moscow radio . 
Th ey inclu de Frank Fou lkes, p re­ 
sident of th e p owerfu l Electrical 
Trades u nion and many mem­ 
bers of th e mine workers u nion. 
Some u nofficial o bjectio ns hav e 
been raised to th e h olding of th e 
Commu nist - ap p rov ed 
“Second 
World Peace Congress” in Sh ef­ 
field Nov . 14-19 ;—at wh ich Com­ 
mu nists are ex p ected fro m all 
ov er th e world. Bu t Britain has 
th u s far refu sed to imp ose any 
ov erall ban on th eir entry . 
A British h ome office spo kes­

trance into Britain. 


ONLY ONCE has the go v ern­ 
ment mov ed strongly to co unter 
wh at gov ernment leaders hav e 
admitted is a menace to the co un­ 
try . Ten of th e alleged ring­ 
leaders of a “wildcat” three-week 
London gas strike were sentenced 
to one-month each . 
Arth u r Deakin, secretary of th e 
p ow’erfu l anti-Commu nist Trans­ 
p ort and General Workers u nion, 
called recently for comp lete ou t­ 
lawing of th e Commu nist p arty 
in Britain. Bu t th at is a step most 
British consider so drastic it is 
u nlikely to be imp lemented in 
p eacetime with ou t th e most ex ­ 
treme p rov ocation. Deakin’s su g­ 
gestion wras met by official stony 
silence. 
Th e gov ernment h as maintain­ 
ed th at it h as enou gh p ower to 
control Britain’s “Enemy With ­ 
in.” It sh ow’ed no sign of altering 
th at v iewp oint ev en after Harry 


Po llitt, British Co mmunist party 
secretary , threw do wn a direct 
challenge. 
Asked what he wo uld do in the 
ev ent o f a Russian inv asio n, Po l­ 
litt sho uted at a public meeting; 
“ Yo u ask what I wo uld do . I’ll 
tell y o u straight. I wo uld o rgan­ 
ize strikes and set up a co uncil 
o f actio n to prev ent war against 
the So v iet unio n!” 
Po llitt 
speaks 
fo r the party . 
But acco rding to v eteran po liti­ 
cal o bserv ers and Sco tland Yard 
special branch o fficers, he is just 
a figurehead—a fro nt man. 


FROM THE 
Co mmunist 
and 
Mo sco w 
standpo int, 
Po llitt 
is 
“ Po litically unreliable.” Immedi­ 
ately after the Hitler-Stalin pact 
o f 19 3 9 , Po llitt became mo re Eng­ 
lish than Co mmunist and sup­ 
po rted the Allied war effo rt. He 
was thro wn o ut o f the party . 
He was taken back into the 
fo ld after Hitler inv aded Russia 
and was reinstated as party sec­ 
retary . But a check o f Co mmun­ 
ist party histo ry sho ws that o nce 
a man has sho wed himself to be 
a “ dev iatio nist” he is nev er again 
in the full go o d graces o f the 
party . 
Britain’s to p Co mmunist, ac­ 
co rding to the best av ailable in­ 
fo rmatio n, is a little-kno wn, co l­ 
o rful internatio nalist, Rajani Pal­ 
me Dutt. 
Half Swedish and half Indian, 
Palme Dutt is tall, thin and sto o p­ 
ing. He lo o ks the brilliant intel­ 
lectual he is. At Ox fo rd Univ er­ 
sity , he was a brilliant classical 
scho lar, carry ing o ff prizes and 
ho no rs. 
No o ne fro m the earliest day s 
o f the British Co mmunist party 
has been mo re ruthless no r mo re 
selfless in carry ing o ut the o r­ 
ders o f the Kremlin. He had co n­ 
ducted purges where necessary , 
and whenev er o rdered by Mo s­ 
co w. He has ruled with an iro n, 
unseen hand. 
Alo ng with Palme Dutt 
and 
Po llitt, the main leaders o f the 
party in Britain are Phil Piratin 
and Willie Gallacher, bo th fo rm­ 
er members o f parliament who 
were defeated in the last electio n, 
and the po werful trade unio nists. 
To gether they are hammering 
away at the so cialist demo cracy 
which at this mo ment still per­ 
mits them to wage war fro m 
within.

Wh ole­ 
sale and farm p rices are u p 11 
p er cent ov er a y ear ago. Manu ­ 
factu ring wages are $5 a week 
h igh er on th e av erage th an a y ear 
ago. Most corp oration p rofits are 
at record h igh s. 
Th e cost of liv ing is u p fou r 
p oints ov er a y ear ago. Th ere are 
now’ some p redictions th at th e 
consu mers' p rice index will reach 
an all-time h igh nex t y ear. 
Wh ere p rice rises are said to 
be most marked, h owev er, are in 
th e cost of mu nitions—p lanes, 
tanks and gu ns. Th ere is no ac­ 
cu rate statistical index on th is- 
Bu t th ere are informed estimates 
th at th e $30 billion ap p rop riated 
for defense th is y ear will bu y 
from 25 to 30 p er cent less now 
th an at Ju ne ¿0 p rices. 
If selectiv e p rice controls h ad 
been slap p ed on th e day after 
Korea was inv aded, th is wou ldn’t 
h av e h ap p ened. Th e p roblem of 
h ow to lock th e barn after the 
inflationary p onies h av e ru n away 
is now here. 


One idea seems to be to let 
p rices and wages seek th eir own 
lev el, th en soak u p th e increases 
in tax es.
